1722 was issued for this ‘‘new and distinct form’’ which is characterized not only by its 
outstanding functional form but also by a phenomenon that developed in our ten years 
of study with the clone; it has the rare propensity of coloring in the fall. The color 
is an intense orange-umber to red. When you use this tree you can depend on it 
not to exceed the space to which it has been assigned.

Obviously there is a good reason why we have set out to grow 
such a wide range of selections and species as we do—these little 
known trees are excitingly more beautiful, desirable and, or, func- 
tional than the usual prosaic list of trees more widely offered.

Such trees have been used there for many years 
with entirely satisfactory results. We saw these trees used on small 
home grounds also. A number of new species and varieties observed 
in European cities are already in production at our growing grounds. 
These are quite exciting but at the same time practical trees of 
special beauty or function. We shall alert you when they are ready. 


It is our objective to bring to you as many of the little known, but 
tested, trees with which you may glorify your home grounds or func- 
tionalize your street tree program. We shall continue to add to 
our list all of, and only the good trees that we know will serve you 
with distinction.

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When you receive a “Tailored’’ Hawthorn, whether it be Paul’s Scarlet, Washington, 
Toba, Double White, Lavalle or the Glastonbury, it will arrive branched as shown by the 
tree on the right. Before planting it should be cut back as shown on the left. Three 
or four branches in different level whorls should be cut back to ten or twelve inches, 
while the strongest, or most central branch should be retained in its entirety to 
serve as a central leader. This will produce a strong tree that can eventually be lifted 
up to accommodate any vehicular traffic. In three or four years another level of 
branches will form up several feet and the lower whorl can be removed. This method 
of training small trees for street use has been in vogue in many European cities for 
many years.

The London Plane is however extremely tolerant of downtown smoke and aerial 
pollution, but again it grows to extreme widths that usually cause considerable conflict 
and maintenance problems. We have found a functional pyramidal form that does 
not have the huge proportions of the variety but still retains its faculty for existence 
under extreme and adverse conditions. Note the narrow form and ascending branches 
of the ten year old tree in the cut—the conventional London Plane would be nearly 
twice this size at this age, and well on its way toward many years of trouble. This
